WINNIPEG, Man., June 15.—Rains 
varying from heavy downpours to 
scattered showers were received in 
practically all of the crop growing 
areas of western Canada, Where rain 
was heavy the crop situation has been 
relieved and already fields are show- 
ing rapid revival, but where only 
showers prevailed the drought situa- 


tion is still precarious. In drought 
areas some fields are in ahot blade
